Thallus minor, basi squamulosus^ squamulis paryis^ albo-glaucescentibuss sub- 
firmuliSj crenatis^ podetiis simplicibus, breyissimis^ apice raro diyisis^ albo-pulye-

(flaventibus) ; apothecia fusca (ut videtur)^ rite eyoluta non yisa. 

The general aspect of this plant is sufficiently peculiar to warrant its being 
regarded as a distinct species^ notwithstanding that the specimens seen are probably 
not fully deyeloped as to thallus. Only a few faint traces of young apothecia are 
yisible, which would refer it to the Phseocarpse^ where it seems to have its affinity 
in the section of C. pywidata. 

On dead stumps of trees ; not common. 

Tribe Eoccellei. 

Eoccella Montagnei, Beh, f. teretior, Cromb. 

This form is distinguished by the narrow rounded thallus, which gives it more 
the aspect of B. phycopsis than of B. fmiformis^ which typical specimens more 
closely resemble.
